6 says: The railway commission 
this morning met to consider the 
complaint of the boards of trade 
of Vancouver and other Pacific Coast 
cities regarding alleged discrimination 
in rates between Vancouver and in- 
terior points as far east us Calgary on 
the main line, Macleod on the Crow's 
Nest branch, and the Kootenay dis- 
trict, unci tne rates granted from 
Winnipeg to Calgary, .Macleod and 
points further west, including the 
Kootenay district. There was also 
taken up at tbo same time the com- 
plaint of the Canadian Manufacturers' 
Association and the Now Westminster 
board of trade charging that the CP. 
H. unjustly discriminated against Pa- 
cific Coast cities, charging higher rates 
on freight originating- in Eastern Can- 
ada an compared with rates to Wlnnl- 1 
peg by the main lino and thei Crow'S' 
Nest Pass branch, and higher than the 
American railways, or American and 
Canadian railways jointly; that the 
Canadian Pacific and other railways 
discriminate unjustly against tlio Pa- 
cific Coast cities by charging higher 
rates on traffic originating In the east- 
ern United States and which Is carried 
to the United States or British Colum- 
bia const cities or points, entirely 
through American territory or partly 
through American territory. 

Mr. Joseph Martin appeared for the 
complainants and Hon. A. G. Blair for 
the Canadian Pacific; F. H. Phlppen 
of Winnipeg appeared for the Winni- 
peg board of trade and co-operated 
with the C. P. B. Charles Drinkwater 
and n r . li.

A SUDDEN CHANGE. 

Italian Ambassador to Great Britain 
Is Replaced. 

New York, March 7. — A cable de- 
spatch to the Herald from Rome says 
Toman Tilloni, former Italian minister 
of foreign affairs, has been suddenly 
appointed nmbnssador to Great Britain 
in the place of Slcnor Alberto Pansaat, 
who will now be placed at the disposal 
of the ministry. This is the first time 
that Signor Tittonl has been an am- 
bassador, and his appointment, to- 
gether with tho recall of bis predeces- 
sor, lias aroused much comment In 
diplomatic circles.

1004, the executive council refused to 
deal with any one but the railway com- 
pany. 

On this decision being made by the 
executive council, Mr. Bodwell secured 
and produced to the executive a tele- 
gram from C. M. Hays, president of the 
company, authorizing him to act for the 
company in the transaction, and an or- 
der in council was passed in pursuance 
thereof, and on the payment of the pur- 
chase money, $10,000, crown grants 
were duly issued to the railway com- 
pany. The committee find that t lie com- 
pany acquired the lands in accordance 
with the terms and dealt for the same 
directly with the government, and under 
section 30 of the Land Act crown grants 
for lots 4,'il!, 41M and 251 were properly 
issued and delivered to the company, and 
that the company paid to the province 
the sum of $10,000. and in addition re- 
paid Peter Larson the sum of $8,000, 
•being. a portion of the moneys paid out 
by him for surveys. This is ull 'tlie com- ' 
piiny were required to pay, and there 
is no obligation upon the company to 
pay any further amount to any person 
or persons in respect to the la nils. 

Did Not Enter Into Agreement 

From the evidence produced the com- 
mittee found that Peter Larson did not 
enter info the agreement for any imme- 
diate gain, hut rather with the object of 
establishing friendly connections with 
the company in order to secure a share 
of the business when active operations 
of the company commenced, and further, 
that; subsequent to the date of acquisi- 
tion of the lands J. Anderson, acting for 
himself and P. La r sen, entered into an 
agreement in writing with tho officials 
of I ho company, but no copy of the 
document was produced; but from the 
evidence obtained the committee found 
that it contained a proviso upon the pay- 
ment of $40,000 to Larson and Anderson 
on the happening of certain contingen- 
cies. But when Mr. Larsen became 
aware of the- proviso the -document, was 
canceled without being consummated. 
It was also learned that. P. Larson and 
,T. Anderson were associated in other 
transactions which did not come within 
the scope of the inquiry, and upon a 
general settlement between the two par- 
ties Anderson received $10,000 from P. 
Larsen as part settlement, and there is 
no obligation on the part of the com- 
pany to repay this amount to Mr. Lar- 
sen and the same has not been paid. 

An attempt was made to establish the) 
fact that lot 251 on Kaiea island was 
not intended to be included in tho re- 
serve made by an order in council dated 
October 12th. 1801, but tho committee 
found otherwise, and in the interest of 
tho public the whole of Kaien island 
was reserved from pre-emption or sale, 
by an order in council dated August old, 
1001. 

The petition of George Kane for a pre- 
emption under the South Africa war 
grant, was within the boundaries of the 
reserve and was properly refused. The 
committee further found that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific ollicials wore fully aware 
of llie negotiations being carried on by 
Messrs. Anderson and Larsen and have 
confirmed the transaction in every respect 
and have not signified any objections to 
the matter. - , , 

The crown grants for lots -l-in. 4 14 and 
'Jol have also a provision that. In event 
of any of the lands being divided into 
town lots one-fourth Of the blocks of 
lots shall he reconvened to tbo province. 
Interest of the Public 

The committee also found that it was 
in the interest of the public that the 
secrecy preserved by the executive was 
absolutely essential, and there was no 
more secrecy than the occasion demand- 
ed. 

The sale of the lands under the con- 
ditions imposed was pre-eminently to the 
public advantage, and the reserves con- 
tained in the crown grants will ensure a 
lasting benefit to the province. 

Prom the evidence submitted the com- 
mittee found tjiat the selection of Port 
'Simpson us tho terminus would bring 
no such advantage as -will accrue from 
the transaction under review. The land 
in question was found to be third-class 
land, and Was valued at $1 per acre. 

No immediate enhancement of the val- 
ue of the land is looked for except as 
may arise from tbo creation of a ter- 
minus at Knieu island, and the future 
value of the lands must; entirely depend 
on llie operations of the company. The 
committee also found that no member or 
official of the government received any 
.direct or indirect emolument or reward 
in connection -with any of the matters 
inquired into, and any direct or indirect 
promise of the snme for the future, and 
that the members of the government 
were actuated solely by a desire to pe- 
cure to the province every advantage 
obtainable tinder tho circumstance*, With 
regard to lots 440, 44S, 4-11), 450, 501,

Defeat Owing to Ecclesias- 
tical Troubles.

Bloodshed in Taking Church In- 
ventory Results in Rouvier's 
Cabinet Resigning. 



Paris, March 7.— Like a holt from a 
clear sky, the Rouvler ministry was 
defeated in the chamber of deputies 
tonight, and immediately resigned. 

The cabinet crisis conies at a most 
dramatic moment, when the Franco- 
German contest has reached a decisive 
stage, and may-exert an important ad- 
verse influence on the Algeciras con- 
ference and European affairs. 

The defeat of the government came 
on a comparatively minor debate over 
the church disorders. The govern- 
ment succeeded in holding only 234 
votes, -while the various elements in 
opposition — clericals, socialists and 
nationalists — united and polled 26" 
votes, thus placing the ministry in a. 
minority of 32. 

Premier Bouvier with all of his col- 
leagues immediately proceeded- to the 
foreign office, where a joint letter of 
resignation was prepared. Later M. 
Rouvler presented this letter to Presi- 
dent Fallieres, -who accepted the resig- 
nations. The president announced his 
intention of consulting the presidents 
of the senate and chamber of deputies, 
tomorrow relative to the 

Formation of a New Cabinet 
The debate In the chamber of deputies 
was upon the bloody riot yesterday 
during the inventory of a church in 
the village of Boeschepe, resulting in 
the death of a manlfestant. Various 
orators severely criticized the govern- 
ment's course, asserting that it threat- 
ened to precipitate a religious warfare. 

Premier Bouvier responded: "The 
government lias the duty to apply the 
law. It will apply it without weak- 
ness, but also with prudence, tact and 
wisdom consistent with public tran- 
quility. I ask the adoption of a reso- 
lution approving these declarations of 
the government." 

The resolution was thereupon put to 
a vote and defeated. The result was 
due to a combination of opposition in- 
fluences. The vote was more express- 
ive of personal antagonism to the 
ministry than of opposition to church 
inventories. 

Having returned from presenting to 
President Fallieres the resignation of 
tho ministry, M. Rouvler was sur- 
rounded in the lobbies of the chamber 
of deputies by groups of 
Members Who Expressed Their Rogret 
at his abandonment of office, ftt, Rou- 
vler displayed not the slightest emo- 
tion. Replying to one of his followers 
lie remarked: "I regarded it as a point 
of honor to fulfil the task I had under- 
taken. The chamber's vote has re- 
lieved me of a burden, the weight of 
which had begun to make Itself felt. I 
do not regret." He added: 

"I should have received 350 votes 
had 1 declared for more vigorous 
action, but the sentiment of the 
chamber was against the cabinet re- 
maining in office until the election, 
and the struggle would have begun 



again tomorrow. It was better to 
finish immediately." 

The meeting of the cabinet at the 
foreign office lasted half an hour. 
After exchanging views with reference 
to church inventories, it was decided 
to suspend operations in that regard 
until a new cabinet has been appointed. 
The discussion resulted from a dis- 
parity of the opinions expressed in tho 
chamber of deputies relative to the 
method of carrying out the law pro- 
viding for the 

Separation of Church and State 
Had the chamber voted a motion of 
conildeivcc in the government, the cab- 
inet would have been compelled to 
continue to apply the law, but the 
downfall of the ministry having clca-ly 
occurred through disapproval of the 
methods hitherto adopted, which on 
one side were considered too violent 
and on the other side too indulgent, M. 
Rouvler and his colleagues thought It 
better to discontinue the efforts of the 
law. The promulgation of regulations, 
however, will occur in the ordinary 
course as specific dates therefor are 
laid down in the bill. 

Prior to the cabinet crisis, the 
Franco-German controversy over Mo- 
rocco seemed to be In the balance, 
with the inclination strongly toward an 
agreement. All was dependent on 
Berlin's last word. If this was a 
frank concession of a Franco-Spanish 
police without impossible condition, 
then agreement was assured; but if 
the concession involved further condi- 
tions, France, whose pride was already 
much aroused, was prepared to reject 
it. The foreign office stated the situ- 
ation :..-< follows: 

The Reported Gorman Concession 
has not been communicated to us and 
we are therefore unable definitely to 
state what action may be taken 
thereon. One thing, however, can be 
stated with absolute positiveness, 
namely, that if the German concession 
on the police question Is conditioned 
upon International supervision, it will 
not be accepted." 

This statement preceded the cabinet 
crisis. After that event no one was 
able to indicate the course of the 
govern ment. 

The Feeling In Berlin 
Berlin, March 7.— The fall of M. 
Rouvler, the French premier, awakens 
certain misgivings here lest it shall 
lead to a resumption of the 'foreign 
policy of M. Delcasse. It is pointed 
out that the majority against M. Rou- 
vler was composed chiefly of national- 
ists who denounced as treasonable the 
attitude of the element whose opposi- 
tion to M. Delcasse led to his resigna- 
tion! Much curiosity and some anxiety 
is indulged in respecting the effect of 
a change in the government on the 
Algeciras conference, and It is feared 
that fresh complications will follow or 
that at least there will be a period of 
uncertainty and delay in the proceed- 
ings.

— The prefecture of 
police lias requested the American 
authorities to assist in unraveling the 
mysterious death of Ethel A. Brown, 
believed to be .111 American, whose 
body was found recently in the river 
Seine. Boatmen found the body float- 
ing near the suburb of Charenton, It 
appeared to be that of a woman of 
means and was elegantly dressed. 
The underclothing was marked with 
the name Ethel A. Brown. On the 
hands were two gold rings. She wore 
pearl earrings, a gold lorgenette was 
suspended from a chain around her 
neck, and she had kid gloves 011 her 
hands. No money and no papers were 
found on the body, and there was a 
deep wound five inches long across the 
scalp. The police are unable to de- 
cide whether the wound was the result 
of an accident or of an intentional 
blow. The body apparently had been 
In the water several weeks.

Algeciras, March 7.— The French po- 
lice project was distributed late tonight 
among the delegates to the conference 
on 'Moroccan reforms. The proposition 
which, will be presented to the confer- 
ence, consists of five paragraph's, 
the substance of which follows: 

The Moroccan police to be constituted 
for three years composed of Moorish 
Mussulmans commanded by sixteen 
French and Spanish officers and thirty 
non-commissioned officers. The force to 
consist of 2,000 to 2,500 men distributed 
among the eight ports in bodies of from 
200 to 500. The state bank to advance 
funds for the administration and for the 
payment of the force. 

Xo mention is made of internal sup- 
ervision and the project therefore is 
practically the same as was outlined in 
M. Kevert's declaration on Monday. The 
result of tomorrow's sitting of the con- 
ference is awaited with interest. He- 
ports relative to the probability of an 
agreement are circulated on all sides. 
Conciliation certainly is in the air, and 
continued efforts in that direction art' 
going on. The German delegates do not 
display any outward sigs of making 
concessions, while France's latest utter- 
ance is indisputably 

Opposed to Further Concessions 
The neutral delegates are quite optimis- 
tic relative to an arrangement of differ- 
ences at the last moment. 

The report that Austria will present a 
project, with the object of effecting an 
agreement acceptable to both France 
and Germany is current, but impartial 
delegates are looking to either Berlin or 
Paris for a compromise. Should the con 
fercne'e vote of the. rival schemes it js 
understood the American delegates will 
•abstain not even offering an opinion. 
This would leave the delegates in the 
position to continue their efforts in 
bringing about an understanding. Most 
of the delegates are cognizant, of Amer- 
ica's attitude, and some, including the 
British and French delegates, approve 
her abstention, considering that any op- 
inion expressed of partisanship wou'd 
destroy her influence as a mediator. 

Others believe that America's taking 
sides would influence a successful issue 
of the conference. 

Russia's Proposals 

Paris, March 7.— Russia's proposed 
modification of the police ques- 
■tion nt Algeciras which France is un- 
derstood to be ready to accept, audi 
which reports say is also acceptable 
to Germany's representatives nt the 
Moroccan conference, subject to the ap- 
proval of the authorities nt Berlin, lim- 
its the police arrangements to three 
or five years during which the French 
and Spanish police would make periodi- 
reports to the dipnnntie representa- ! 
tires of the powers of Tangier, Ger- 
many, in the meantime reserving her 
rights in order that, if the arrange- 
ments proves unsatisfactory she can 
demand 11 revision at the expiration of 
the life of the agreement.

THE AUSTRIAN FRANCHISE. 

Debate on the Government's Proposal 
Commences in House. 

Vienna, March 7. — The debate 011 the 
government's general, equal and direct 
suffrage propositi for Austria, which 
was Introduced by Premier Baron 
Gautch Von Frankenthurn February 23, 
will occur in the lower house of parlia- 
ment this afternoon. It is the most 
Important measure Austria presented 
to the house in the past generation. 
The bill at first encountered much hos- 
tility and criticism, but it has now won 
almost universal support, and there is 
every reason to suppose thai it will be 
passed. The landed aristocracy, who 
lose power and prestige thereby, nat- 
urally are opposed to it, but they will 
not be able to materially injure the 
proposed luw. 

This bill is regarded as the most im- 
portant measure for Austria presented 
to the House in the nst general ion. It 
has won almost universal support, and 
there is every reason to suppose that it 
will he passed. One after another of the j 
important political dubs representing the 
various nationalities of Austria have roe- I 
Agnized the project as imperative fori 
the country. The landed aristocracy, 
who lose power and prestige through the 
project, naturally are opposed to it but I 
they will not he able to materially in- 
jure the proposed law, which will be dis- 
cussed energetically and at great length.

It would be fatal to 
the attraction of British capital to break 
faith with those who had expended this 
money in the province, 

■Air, ,T. II. Brown objected that the 
Cascade company had no vested rights. 
He wanted to see more electric power 
for the Boundary country. ' 1 

Premier's Statement 

Hon, 11. McBride said this was a most 
serious question. It would not be denied 
that more power was needed, but there 
was undoubtedly a vested interest, and it 
-was the duty of the house to arrive at 
a solution that would respect both in- 
terests. He was satisfied that there 
would he one common desire to do right 
to all and to promote the interests of 
the province. 

Mr. W. it. Boss was strongly ill sup- 
port of giving the Boundary adequate 
power, but it was equally their duty to 
protect an interest that had been created 
under a provincial charter. Both com- 
panies interested had, under their char- 
tors, a district assigned to them. ; Now 
I he West Kootenity company had. with- 
out legislative sanction, invaded the ter- 
ritory of the smaller company. 

The West Kootenay company were 
monopolists in the worst sense of the- 
word. They bad fought the city of Nel- 
son to prevent it from exercising a char- 
ter conferred by the government. They 
had held up a recofd of 100.000 inches of 
Kootenay river for ten years without 
paying their fees and had recently re- 
duced the record to 50,000 inches and 
commuted the fees, by which the prov- 
ince lost $12, 000. They had all along 
pursued a dog in the manger policy. The 
whole of the power now being developed 
by this company at the upper Benning- 
ton falls was for distribution outside the 
district covered by their charter. They 
bad built' a line into Yale and asked the 
bouse to ratify their action. 

Ross Favors Cascade Company 

Mr. Ross declaimed any intention to 
cripple the Boundary district, but that: 
was not inconsistent with protecting 1111 
interest already established. Those who 
invested their money in the Cascade com- 
pany did so in the full belief that their 
investment would be protected. Mr. 
Ross then read from Chief Justice Hun- 
ter's judgment, delivered yesterday in 
t'.ie case of the West Kootenay company 
and the city of Nelson, to confirm his 
Vharge that they were monopolists and 
bad acted in the manner, of the worst 
^type of tyrannical monopolists.. IJ.e 
surged the house tei respect, the industry 
they bad boon the'means of creating. 
•. Air. .1. H. Ha wtiiornthwaite said this 
was simply a . fight between corpora- 
tions. He and his colleagues should not 
vote on the question either way. The 
bill passed the second reading on the 
understanding that it would be amended 
in committee. 

Kaien Island Report 

Mr. Garden presented the repijrt of 
the Kaien Island inquiry committee, to- 
gether with a typewritten copy of all the. 
evidence, and all documents and plans 
produced during the hearing. 

Mr. .1. A. Macdonald said • that a 
minority report had been prepared, and 
as the chairman; Mr. Garden, had re- 
fused to present the minority report he 
moved the following resolution: 

"That the report be referred back to 
the committee, with instructions ' to ap- 
pend thereto the minority report." 

There had been a serious difference of 
opinion between the majority and the 
minority members of the committee, and 
it. had been argued in committee that 
such a course was illegal. He was. pre- 
pared to -argue the constitutionality of 
the course he proposed. 

Mr. Bowser objected that the motion 
was out of order. 

Mr. Macdonald asked for a ruling. 

Hon. B. McBride said that, the leader 
of the opposition was trying to do by an 
indirect method what he could not do 
directly. He raised the point of order 
that no minority report coudl be re- 
ceived. 

Air. Macdonald pointed out that the 
.point of order was not well taken, :is 
he was claiming the right to move an 
amendment to a motion before the house. 
He quoted from Bourinot's parliamen- 
tary .procedure to justify his position and 
cited cases where the House of Com- 
mons had allowed a minority report to 
lie appended against the objections of 
the majority. He also read a ruling 
from Blakmore to the same effect . Ho 
claimed that it was alwavs competent 
for the house to instruct the committee 
ou recommittal. 

The Speaker's Opinion 

Air. Speaker Pooley thought al the 
present stage that the authorities were 
against the admission of any amendment 
on the reception of a report. !t might ho 
in order on a motion to adopt. 

Air. Macdonald pointed out that the 
logical conclusion of Air. Bowser's argu- 
ment was that the house had no power 
10 recommit — an absurdity, as was evi- 
denced by the almost daily practice of 
the house. 

■Air. Oliver thought it was a debatable 
question. Whether until the report 
bad been received by the house, the com- 
mittee had not discharged its functions. 
Up to that stage the house could issue 
any instructions it pleased. He quoted 
from May in support of his contention. 

The speaker said he would take the 



matter into consideration and give his 
decision later. " '!''".! • 

The house then adjourned to 2 o'clock 
touiorrow.

PRINCE ARTHUR GIVEN * 
A GRAND RECEPTION 



Japanese Do Honor to H. R. H. 
Prince of Connaught— Em- 
peror Meets Him. 




When the Kanagawa Alaru, which 
reached port yesterday morning, was at 
Yokohama on the 10th, Cant. VYale and 
those on board witnessed the arrival of 
His Royal Highness Prince Arthur of 
Connaught.. who was given an unpre- 
cedented reception by the Japanese, a 
feature of which was the coming of the 
emperor of Japan to the Sliinbnshi rail- 
way station at Tokio to meet the British 
prince, a thing unprecedented. The 
prince, who came from Hongkong in II. 
Al. S. Diadem, was met by an escorting 
fleet of cruisers below Inaboe light, ami 
the fleet, accompanied by several destroy- 
ers, escorted the Diadem into Yokohama 
roads and into the harbor beyond the 
breakwatelr. The steamer Minnesota 
was moved outside and II. Al. S. Diadem 
■went to her buoy. The white launch of 
tlie emperor, sent especially from Tokio, 
witli u party of staff officers on board, 
went to escort the prince to the hatoha. 
where he was received on the wharf by 
a large deputation, including tU<8 princes 
of the blood, Governor Sufu, Admiral 
Toga, Field Marshal Oyama, Generals 
Kuroki, Oku, Nogi, Nodzu, Kuuuniurii 
and others, Premier Soainiji, Count Kat- 
BUra and inimy other prominent Japan- 
ese. Air. Walters read an address 011 
behalf of the British community, on he- 
half of whom the ambassador, Sir Claude 
Alacdonald, welcomed (he prince. The 
baud of the Imperial guards, drawn up 
with a bodyguard of three hundred blue- 
jackets of Admiral Togo, who lined 
either side of the hatoha, played the 
British national anthem as bis royal 
highness landed, and the governor's lit- 
tle daughter, brightly clad in Japanese 
cost nine, presented a bouquet, arranged 
as a Union Jack. Both Yokohama and 
Tokio were en fete, and everything pos- 
sible was done to make the welcome 
an unprecedented one. The royal train 
of the emperor had been sent to the rail- 
way station at Yokohama, whither tbo 
prince was taken by u carriage. At 
Tokio, where, lie was welcomed by the 
emperor, the prince was driven to the 
Kasumign-seki detached palace — one of 
the palaces without the wall — where he 
lived during bis stay. A dinner was 
given in the evening by Prince Arisuga- 
wa. Next morning, the 20th, his royal 
highness proceeded formally to the pal- 
ace to invest the emperor with the Order 
of the Gartar, and in the evening a 
grand banquet was given by the emperor 
at the Imperial hotel. The programme 
arranged for the entertainment of the 
royal visitor included visits to the Yo- 
kohama naval station, arsenal and dock- 
yard, a duck hunt at the imperial pre- 
serves at Nihama, entertainments by the 
princes, dinners, theatrical entertain- 
ments and open-air entertainments at 
Hibaya park. etc. The prince then in- 
tended to visit Kioto and Kyushu and 
then proceed to Niltko, departing on 
March Kith by the R. M t S. Empress of 
Japan for Victoria. 

Great Patriotic Demonstrations 
Tlie celebrations at Hongkong and 
Singapore wore great patriotic demon- 
strations in honor of the visiting prince. 
When his royal highness arrived at

It' was thought desirable to offer this for 
discussion at this evening's gathering, 
and in order that the members may acl 
intelligently, an invitation was extend- 
ed Dr. Hamilton to furnish the board 
with any Information upon the sub- 
ject. 

Another matter that will be consid- 
ered is tlie silver question. The Do- 
minion government was arranging for

Docs he not know that 
the time Is not ripe infill the masses arc 
educated or forced by capitalist develop- 
ment, which certainly was not the case at 
the French revolution? Besides, how ridic- 
ulous to suppose one little corner of the 
earth could set up socialism! Today the 
Kusstnns are In the throes of a revolution, 
and are not the autocracy doing this bloody 
work lu the name of religion? 

Christianity, the things done hi thy 
mime make me shudder. And then the 
complacency with which thy followers say 
of a movement for Justice, "It will not he 
In our day," and, like "C. It. N.," quote: 
"bet us pray that come It may, - 
As come It will for a' that." 
It Is so much easier to pray than to do 
anything; and thus shift the responsibility 
from ourselves. And so far as Christian- 
ity, as we know It today, ."being the vital-

Now (o go hack to a good commencing 
place. It Is a fact that the Blblu came 
out of religion, not religion out of the 
Bible". No book of religion could be writ- 
ten until -some deed had been done or 
truth discovered to stir men's souls. What 
was lt.th.at made Moses the founder of the 
rellgtol! of Israel? That he was the de- 
liverer or ■ his fellow countrymen from 
slavery. The religion whose written ree- 
| o-rds are cherished by millions of people 
today had Its rise la 'the task of securing 
freedom for .1 tribe in bondage, Moses 
saw the wrong and wickedness of their 
material conditions, and appealed to them 
from his standpoint; he did riot talk of 
regenerating these slaves or their, masters.

SCHEME FOR B.C. UNIVERSITY. 

Sir—At the meeting of university men 
held la Vancouver, in the board of trade 
rooms, under the presidency of Judge Hen- 
derson, the question of taking steps to es- 
tablish a university In British Columbia 
was considered. As one who attended the 
.meeting with n perfectly open mind, with- 
out any bias In favor of any university 
whatever, 1 was very much struck with 
tbe fairness of the remarks made by some 
of the advocates of a strictly provincial 
university, and In some measure regretted 
the action at the meeting of those gentle- 
men advocating McGIll. 

The sole object of the meeting was to 
ventilate the question as to whether a 
British Columbian university be founded 
or not. Mr. Wade and others, who had op- 
posed Mcdll, frankly accepted the posl- 
4 tluu created by bill No. Z\ having already 
passed the legislature. The ultimate ob- 
ject of the meeting was to secure from the 
legislature a grunt of land to lie used for 
tbe benefit of future generations. There 
are at the present time 334,000 square 
miles of land in British Columbia belong- 
ing to the crown, available for this or any 
other purpose. These lands belong to the 
pi'ople and could be allocated by the peo- 
ple's representatives, for the 'benefit and 
use of the children of tile people of Brit- 
ish Columbia. At the present lime some 
of this land Is almost valueless, but ns 
railways will from time to time be open- 
ed up throughout the province, binds now 
almost absolutely valueless will then be- 
come valuable. 

It appears to rac that It would lie diffi- 
cult to formulate any proposition more de- 
serving of the favorable consideration of 
the legislature than the one now under 
consideration. 

Tin? higher education of the children of 
this province means increasing the wraith- 
producing capacity and well-being of the 
future population. 

Tli<! advocates of McGIll have gained 
their point, and 1, for one, welcome McGIll 
or any university which may help to Im- 
prove the educational facilities of British 
Columbia. 

Under section 8 of bill No. 28, Hie trus- 
tees appointed by the taxpayers of Hie 
city of Vancouver may contract with the 
authorities of McGIll and pay to them 
moneys collected from the taxpayers of 
Vancouver city. Tills Is not right, and 
before any really serious engagement Is 
ent'ejird into the trustees should go to their 
constituents and ask for their Instructions 
In I be matter. They are not elected for 
such purposes. 

It was stated that at the present time 
Vancouver Is paying for the higher educa- 
tion of people from nil parts of the prov- 
ince unit also for citizens of the United 
Mates. 'J'bls Is a tact which cannot he al- 
together regretted, because If young men 
enme to locate in Vancouver, whether 
they be citizens of America or from the 
interior of British Ciflumbla, they are 
mure likely to .become citizens of Vancou- 
ver when they are educated here, and as 
such If is better that they be well equip- 
ped. Those wdto remain will, in the ag- 
gregate, certainly return any advantage 
they may get In educational advantages 
with Interest to the city. 

At tile present lime tile province contrib- 
utes only one-llfth ami the city of Van- 
couver four-fifths of the cost 'of educa- 
tion, but I do not think II would lie good 
policy to endorse -Mr. Wade's suggestion 
ami debar young people from coming into 
tile city and being educated tit flic Insti- 
tutions provided, by the city. 

There was another ri» ■ •' .vhlcli was 
brought out very pianily by the principal 
of Co'iunioiii college, and which should 
have weight with those Interested In edu- 
cational matters, lie pointed out that It 
was not altogether an advantage to be af- 
filiated with Eastern Colleges, ami lie 
would welcome the establishment of a 
British Columbian university, a number 
of men or sufficient Intelligence ami wis- 
dom could be selected to run the Univer- 
sity as an examination board. lie said 
Hint it would hi' belter Mint the curricu- 
lum should be prepared by men In British 
Columbia, and pointed out the disadvan- 
tage Unit students In British Columbia 
hud to undergo when the examination pa- 
pers were set by professors three thousand 
tulles 'away. Students studying under 
those professors had the advantage of be- 
ing acquainted with their pet theories and 
were evidently In a better position than 
those in British Columbia. 

Now. sir, coming lo the practical side of 
the question. Is It possible for the legis- 
lature to revive the British Columbia 
University Act, and to grant power to 
the lieutenant governor In council to en- 
dow a British Columbian university with

a grant of land? There are 334,000 square 
-miles of land at the disposal of the peo^ 
pie of this province, and we cannot do 
better than set apart, at once, one-quarter 
of a million acres, or about ;SW) square 
miles. A representative committee should 
select this lanil, and from time to time 
hi districts where new railways and min- 
ing operations are opening up. There 
would then be sufficient revenue derived 
from such lands to carry on a strictly 
provincial university and without a single 
cent being taken from the ratepayers. 

There are many men standing very high 
In the universities of Great Britain who 
owe their education to the wlsdom'of King 
huwai'd VI, (who has been dead over Hot) 
years), In setting apart land then belong- 
ing to the crown for the endowment of 
public grammar schools. 

If the people of this province give this 
.matter due attention a university for Brit- 
ish Columbia is easily obtainable. Let us 
act at once. »

Invention of a Texas farmer, and com- 
prises a receptacle for the feed, having 
a bottom made of ivood or sheet metal,

The receptacle will preferably 
be square, with four loops in the frame, 
one at each corner. Connected with two 
of the loops are rods which' serve as 'a 
support, being formed In., the shape of 
hooks, brace rods connecting , m , support 
and the loops In the front of the frame. 
When not In use the bag can be collapsed 
into a small space and carried beneath 
the scats of u vehicle or otherwise dis- 
posed. Straps can i- also be supplied for 
attaching over the animal's head and sus- 
pending the device, as, tin ordinary feed 
bug.

If the young man be In a position where 
he has aeeess to money, he will take it, 
though he knows that the taking is steal- 
ing, and the penalty, Imprisonment nnd 
disgrace; 

A man who has studied the situation 
during the last five years, or since slot 
machines came Into common use, said the 
other clay that In his judgment 00 pel- 
cent, of the defalcations made by young 
men holding places of trust could he traced 
directly to the gambling habit at first In- 
culcated by tin? slot machine. 

Now If this assertion be substantially 
true— and we must confess It lias all the 
coloring of truth— what Is the duly of 
the municipal administration of any great 
city touching the licensing and operating 
of slot machines; 

To be sure, I hey are a great source of 
Income to the tobacco maker, for they 
tend to distribute and consume probably 
more than double what would he sold and 
consumed without the slot mac'hlne. 

This may seem Incredible to those who 
have not 'watched uie conditions, hut It 
Is perfectly plain lo every man who has 
Studied the situation. let It he Illustrated: 

Take the young man who smokes ten 
cigars n day, and which would cost Utm 
one dollar per diem If he paid therefor in 
a legitimate way. 

Instead, the young man chooses to ob- 
tain his cigars through the slot machine 
—and toddy be spends lifty cents and wins 
two dollars worth of cigars at the price 
of ten cents each. What docs that man 
do with times cigars? 

lie Immediately treats his friends, and 
persists In getting rid of his bulky ac- 
quirements as soon as possible, and In a 
day his cigars an- gone. 

Then he plays two dollars into the slot 
machine and wins two cigars only— only 
one-lift Ii of the number which he desires 
to smoke In a solitary day— and unless he 
denies himseir, his ten cigars for that day 
have cost lilin So, 

Thus in two days' time $3.30 has been 
expended for that which would have cost 
him had he purchased his cigars in 
the regular way without resorting to gam- 
bling. 

Now this Is the mildest sort of a picture 
-for the rule is that his cigars would 
have cost him three limes more than If 
purchased In the regular way.

We have no Idea of the total number of 
slot machines In operation In Seattle to- 
day— but we believe there imisi lie quite 
oik.' thousand —and if this assumption be 
correct, then there are tea thousand vic- 
tims to this species of gambling who are 
fleeced daily. 

Theoretically the nierrlianill.se slot ma- 
chine Is supposed to return a fair com- 
pensation to the player, but where there 
Is one man in Seattle who will say this 
Is true, there are ten who will say that 
the slot machine skins thein to a 'stand- 
still. 

The man who ordinarily smokes live or 
six ten-cent cigars a day Is gratifying a 
disgusting habit to the full extent of 
healthful conditions— and the man who 
adds a quarter of a pound of tobacco for 
chewing purposes dally to that liahlt has 

reached an ox] dlture of seventy-flvc 

cents a day, or nearly |300 per annum. 

■\\ hen that tobacco user obtains his 
cigars by playing the slot machine thev 
will average to cost him three times more 
than If he purchased them outright, and 
thus creates an expenditure of $830 per an- 
num, lint this sum would pay the rental 
mi a ten-room house, with all modern Im- 
provements, on t.'apltol Hill, for a period 
of one year! 

Hut this Is not the point, even though It 
may represent the loss of six hundred dol- 
lars a year to six thousand men In Seattle. 

The point Is this: That wnlle young 
men, IS to 110 years of age, are standing 
about slot machines for hours during the 
day, playing away their hard-earned money 
—a dozen boys are looking on, cither close 
at hand or not far away, and taking In 
the lesson which the player of the slot ma- 
chine Is teaching to the young men of a

This was no application for 
Increasing or reducing rates. As to 
Mr. .Blair putting In an entirely nehv 
case as that laid down by the C. P. Ii., 
he did not think that anything In the 
rules could be found to justify that. 

Mr. Martin went on to show thatt 
the commission had Jurisdiction to deal 
with the case. He cited exactly sim- 
ilar cases that had been dealt with 
by English and United States com- 
missions. Under section 254 the rail- 
way company was bound to bring be- 
fore the board the necessary Informa- 
tion to be able to deal with it prop- 
erly. 

Supreme Court May Decide 
When Jin. Martin was proceeding 
with his argument this afternoon Jlr. 
Blair asked if the bound would refer 
a case to the supreme count as no 
whet hen the commission had the night, 
under the statute, to bean the applica- 
tion, seeing goods were not shipped 
over the same line in the same direc- 
tion. 

Mr. Killam said that he had settled 
that point, but he would consider Mr.

RUSSIA'S VICTIMS. 

Deputation Presents to Premier Witte 
Jewish Claims for Losses. 

St. Petersburg, March 7. — A deputa- 
tion of Jews, headed by M. Sliezberg, 
and representing provincial committees 
for the assistance of sufferers by mas- 
sacres, today presented a report 'of the 
outrages before Premier Willo, at the 
same time directing his attention to tho 
continuation of the anti-Jewish agita- 
tion among the black hundred, and their 
threats against Jews if they acted with 
the progressive parties in the elections. 
The deputation expressed fears of a re- 
newal of massacres at Buster and in- 
sisted that only an immediate proclama- 
tion of the government's firm intention 
to protect life and property of the Jew* 
and fo severely punish their assailants 
would stop the evil. 

Count YVitte's Reply 

Count Witte replied in 11 sympathetic 
vein and promised to bring the matter 
Immediately before the cabinet. lie de- 
clared that he fullv realized Ihe unfortu- 
nate, position of .lews outside Hie law, 
adding that he was confident the na- 
tional assembly would resolve (hi? Jew- 
ish question justly. lie further advised 
participation in Hie election in order 
that where Jews are in the majority 1 
they might send representatives to tho 
assembly. 

Emperor Nicholas todnv received Lieu- 
tenant General Llnevltch, former com- 
mander in chief of the army in Mun- 
ch uri.i.

Crews of Seized Japanese are 
Released—The Famine 
in Japan. 



Steamer Kauagawn Maru, of the 
Nippon 1 itsen Kaisliu line, Capt. J. W. 
\\ me, reached purl yesterday morning 
from Japan with 2,0'iU tons of through 
cargo and JJ8 tons landed here, hue 
hud four ealoon, thirteen intermediate 
aud forty-six steerage passengers, an 
Japanese with the exception ot capt. U. 
A. X'ute, a British army utlicer, who 
wus u military attache with Gen. Xogi's 
forces before i'ort Arthur, and lias since 
been studying Japiiuec-e upon instructions 
front the war olllce, and two steerage 
passengers. Other saloon passengers 
with Capt.. Yate were Lieut, iv. Vama- 
guchi, a reserve officer of the Imperial 
guards, of 'l'okio, who is en route to 
i-iosloii. lie donned his yellow-liraidud 
uniform and with sword and full regi- 
mentals- paraded the city during tlie 
steamer's stay. 

Steamer Kunagawa Maru brought 
news that Lieuteuuut Commander Mizo- 
guchi and other oliicers of the transport 
ivinsliiu iiaru, sunk by the Uussiau 
Vladivostok squadron at the commence- 
ment of the war, are being court-iuar- 
tialed for alleged cowardice. On tlie oc- 
casion of the disaster the war depart- 
ment at Xokio isrnied a bulletin that 
none of the soldiers on hoard were taken 
prisoners; that with the exception of the 
survivors who returned all had been 
killed or had suicided. Extended ac- 
counts were given in Japanese news- 
papers of how Lieuteuuut Commander 
Mizoguchi and other officers committed 
harikari, but with the return of these 
oliicers among the prisoners from Itus- 
sia Japanese newspaper's 'suy they regret 
their sympathy. Lieutenant Commander 
Mizoguchi said he and other oliicers pro- 
ceeded on hoard the Uussiau vessel when 
called to surrender, and the meu refused 
to surrender, many committing suicide 
on the deck, after firing with rilles at 
the enemy, which torpedoed aud sauU 
th o transport. 

When the Steamer Vancouver, wbien 
brought the prisoners from Russia, was 
off Formosa a soldier suicided; and in- 
vestigation shows that he did so under 
orders of hits father, u veteran samurai, 
who was eo chagrined by the news that 
his son had been made a prisoner that 
he ordered Hint to suicide as the only 
way to wipe out t lie disgrace upon the 
family. 

The famine in north Japan is causing 
considerable •starvation, the death list 
from cold and hunger growing daily. 
The Japanese newspapers have corre- 
spondents in the famine districts, aud 
their tales of woe and misery fill col- 
umns of the vernacular press. It has 
been an exceptionally cold winter. The 
officials were holding buck, although 
thousands applied at the. relief works, 
fearing to pauperize the people, but, us 
one correspondent said, "this is no long- 
er a consideration; nothing is but the 
saving of life." 

A, Japanese government commission, 
headed by (ien. Kodamn, has been 
formed to investigate post-bellum ar- 
rangements in Manchuria; Russia is de- 
laying the withdrawal of troops, on the 
pretext that disorders exist in many 
districts. 



SEALERS RELEASED. 

Crews of Hokusei Maru and Koie Maru 
Reach Japan. 

Among the prisoners who reached Ja- 
pan by the steamer Cu<mlbronaii on Feb- 
ruary 7th, according to advices received 
yesterday by the Kanagawa Maru, were 
the crews of the Japanese sealing 
schooners Hokusei Maru and Koel Maru. 
The crew of the first -na ined vessel num- 
bered -<>, including Wntanuki Koku, the 
master, and the crew of the other 
schooner numbered 58, Including Ozuwa 
Sentaro, master. The "Hokusei" was 
owned by Ogawa Yassaburo, of Hako- 
date, mid was captured by the Uussiau 
cruiser "Gromovoi" <>n May Kith last 
year, about miles west of Tsugnru 
Straits. The "ICoei-marn," which was 
owned by Kimura Wahel, of Bonin Isl- 
ands, was captured by the cruiser "itos- 
sia" on the same day, at a point about 
f»." miles off Oshiina iProvince, in the 
Hokkaido.
